nent family had secured his release 
from Alcatraz after serving a part 
of his sentence. 


The maze of mystery which sur- 
rounded the man led ‘to the belief 
that he was the missing Floyd Ham- 
mans, and a curious coincidence that 
his description tallied, even to the 
érecked teeth, and Jight hair, with 
that of the murder suspect, Floyd 
Hammons of Cedar county, Missouri. 

Investigation of the matter among 
the many former Cedar county resi- 
dents brovght out the fact that he 
was either Mendall or Hammons and 
it ig thought that the. fear of being 
‘Wmnplicated in:the murder case led to 
the confession which he made.
